Dear fir. Foster: 


Take my advice and do not touch either 
of the two coins you sert on. The dollar is a casting 
and it is not even silver but an alloy that would cast 
very shapp. The 32.50 dollar piece is somewhat of a 
puzzle. It is withouk a doubt a casting in copper. - 
The copper, however, has the color of an electrotyne 
but I cannot see that it is one. Under a powerful 
glass there are a few indicstions that it was cast but 
it is a fine piece of workmanship if done by that 
method. It lacks the sharpness of a struck piece. Tf 
think if is made by using the obverse of an 1843 piece 
with the reverse of one of ‘the counter-stamped vieces of 
1848 ovr 1849, I have forgotten which date. ‘These pieces 
were counter-stampéé while the obverse rested in the i 
die and this counter-stamp was not stamred into this piece.
